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BONN, Oct. 30 (AP)— Fed- 
eral security officers ques- 
tioned a correspondent of the 
official Czechoslovak news 
agency CTK today as -a spy 
suspect. 

CTK correspondent Karel 
Cisar said his colleague, 
O-takar Svercina, was accused 
on itihe basis of statements 
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made by a Czechoslovak army 
major who recently fled to the 
West and by Josef Adamek, 
editorial secretary of the 
Austrian federal press service, 
who was arrested last Thurs- 
day in Vienna on suspicion of 
espionage. 

“Ten policemen in plain 
clothes suddenly appeared at 
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the door at seven o’clock last 
night and burst into the flat,” 
related Svercina, 43. 

“Thay had no search war- 
rant, but told me I was under 
strong suspicion of espionage. 
They told me I would be ar- 
rested, and -that I should take 
pajamas and a -toothbrush 
with me. But after five hours 
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of questioning, they said I 
could go, and report back in 
the morning.” 

A spokesman for the Justice 
Ministry confirmed Svercina’s 
detention as a suspected spy 
and said he had been released 
on- condition that he stay 
available for further question- 
ing.
